When the aocial history of ths present era 
comes to be written, there will be ao, more 
remarkable feature than the murvelloue. de~ 
welopment. of athletics wilrtsed doring 
the last qnarter of the ninetcouth: century. 
Englishmen have olwaya- been noted for 
their love of field porte; ut it may -be 
safely déserted that~at no tine has tho 
natioual ardour in that directin reached & 
higher pitch of enthusiasm. ‘There can be 
little doubt that this movement owes much 
of its robustness to tho element of profea- 
sionslism which has been imparted into well-

Twenty years ago a band of enthusinate 
were content lo hire.a field whorein they 
could fight out their battlesunseen by the 
reet of mankind, A strileing contrast from 
that picture is offered by an important foot- 
ball mecting nowadays, ‘Theoventis raised 
to the rank of o first-rate county oricket 
match ; thousands of spectators are present; 
farge suma are taken for ‘gate-money 5 
whilo the players ata sted and thoir out-of- 
pocket expenses defrayed iberally, The 
introduction of pounds, shillings, and pence 
in thia way is always a soriow danger to the 
henlthy manliness of any form of sport. In 
football it has boon still furthor enhanced by 
payment of members, or in cther words, by 
professionalism. Many aro inclined to trace 
the inerensing football accidents to the pro. 
sence of professional players, Wo very 
much question, however, if that explanation 
be the true one, The esstnce of profes- 
sionoliam is superior ekill,,and the bighly 
prictised man, bdroudly speating, would be 
joss likely than ao untrained player ‘either 
to receive ot to canae serious injuries. 
Howaver that may be, there can bo no 
question that feotball stands out pre-emin- 
ently as our most dangerous game. . Acci« 
dents happen, of course, in all other sports, 
but the catalogue of last mason’s football 
injurics is a terrible-looking affair, inolud- 
ing a long list of broken legs aud arms, 
fmotured collar-bones, ruptures, and deaths, 
to say nothing of a whole host of ‘minor 
injuries, The game is mde compulsory 
iu most of our public sshools, and no 
doubt its general. tendancy le favourable to 
the development both of character ‘and of 
mnsolea. Anything like. a rigorous impo- 
silion of athletioeporte, however, oan hard- 
ly fail to damage delicate lode, a certain 

proentage of whom must alivaye be preacot 
in all large schools, It beciraen « nice ques- 
tion, and one that requires some courage to
